To Investigate Readjustments 


“The Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security is 
gating all veterans’ readjustment al. 
lowance claims, and appropriate 
action will be taken when it is found 
that veterans have been collecting 


illegally,” the director of the di- 
vision has announced. 

“The Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security has the re. 
sponsibility for processing paying 
readjustment allowances under the 
G. I. Bill. 

“The Division, in its administra- 
tion of the State Employment Se. 
curity law, which provides for the 
payment of unemployment com. 
pensation benefits, has, over a pe. 
riod of years, investigated every 
claim paid, When necessary, proper 
prosecutions of persons who have 
collected unemployment compensa. 
tion benefits illegally have been 
made. Over a million dollars has 
been recovered in this manner,” 
Marshall said. 


“The same investigation process 


investi.|is being applied to every veteran 


who has received readjustment al. 
lowancs under ithe G. I. Bill. This is 
a slow but relentless process. In all 
instances where it is found that 
veterans have collected readjust. 
ment allowances illegally, appropri- 
ate action will be taken.” 

The G. I. Bill provides for severe 
punishment for such cases. Under 
the G. I. Bill veterans who collect 
benefits illegally may be fined or 
imprisoned or both and at the same 
time be barred from ever receiving 
any future readjustment allowances 
under this law.

a woman went into the James E. 

Greeley company to buy a chicken, 

a pretty large chicken, and ap- 

parently the purchaser had not had 

too much experience with barn- 
yard fowl, for soon after she had left the 
store she returned. 


“Where are the other two legs of my 
chicken?’ she asked Mr. Greeley. ‘‘The 
one you sold me only had two.” 


The long-time butcher, grocer and 
proprietor has a magic hand with the 
cleaver and knife, but never had his ar- 
tistry produced a four-legged chicken. 


However, ever since he started in 
business, Mr. Greeley has operated his 
market under the principle that he would 
serve his customers the cuts of meat that 
they desired. ‘’No two customers cook or 
serve meats in exactly the same way,’’ he 
said, in explaining his revolutionary 
methods, ‘’and so we have tried whenever 
possible to cut each individual order as 
it was requested.”

In recalling his thirty years in a busi- 
ness that has grown to be the largest 
independent market in Merrimack val- 
ley, he tells of one Saturday afternoon 
when he had many orders to deliver and 
none of the five trucks or the drivers were 
anywhere to be found. On a hunch, he 
went up to the playtsead where a Punch- 
ard game was in full swing and there, 
parked at the gorunds, were his five 
trucks, and somewhere in the bleachers, 
cheering on the high school team, were 
his five drivers. He managed to hail one 
of the drivers and get him back on the 
job. Word travels fast via the back fence 
and by the time he returned to the store, 
all five trucks were parked innocently 
out front. The orders were delivered that 
day as usual. 


Another day he recalls with a good- 
humoured chuckle is a day of an im- 
portant Phillips game when he was wager- 
ing with one of the academy professors. 
“If Andover wins,” he said loyally, “’I’ll 
provide all the wood that’s needed for 
the bonfire.’” He went on with his work, 
and towards evening 200 Phillips students 


marched into the store to pick up the 
wood. Always a man of his word, Mr. 
Greeley donated 200 fish barrels to the 
cause and the students went off, happily 
rolling their scented barrels up Essex 
street. 


And so the anecdotes could go on. 
Thirty years worth of good service and 
good fellowship. 


Mr. Greeley was born in Lowell in 
1870, and it was back in the 19th cen- 
tury that he had his first job in the food 
business, as general handy-man in his 
mother’s grocery store. Here developed 
his first respect for the business and a 
determination to learn meat cutting from 
all angles. His opportunity came when 
his family moved to Nashville, Tennessee, 
where the stock yards, packing houses 
and wholesale businesses offered him the 
knowledge he sought. He worked in them 
all and so when he came to Andover in 
December, 1916, he was not an ordinary 
butcher or grocer; he was a man who 
loved his work and took pride in selling 
the best that could be offered. 


He started out with a small fish mar- 
ket at the present location at 20 Essex 
street originally called the Rockport 
market, But fish was not enough. He

ket. But fish and meat were not enough, 
either, so a few years later he broke 
through another wall and included a gro- 
cery store. A customer could now do all 
her shopping without leaving the store, 
and Mr. Greeley could don his white coat 
and straw hat and become one of the 
town’s best friends and respected citizens. 


During these years he also bought out 


the Shawsheen Market from William M. 
Wood and operated that store for five 
years. He had also taken over the Ernest 
T. Hetherington business, which was a 
combine of the old T. A. Holt & Co. and 
Smith and Manning, 
having served the town for about a cen- 
tury. In 1929 he included the John H. 
Campion business and many of his pres- 
ent customers are ones who had formerly 
traded with those stores. At the peak of 
his business he employed twenty-eight 
people, and last Saturday, his last day in 
the James E. Greeley company, he had 
sixteen employees on his payroll.

From 
there they will travel across the country 
to the west coast and they will visit many 
of Mr. Greeley’s friends still in the food 
business whom he met while attending 
national conventions. 


His successors have told him to come 
back any time he wishes; so when he re- 
turns to Andover, if the lure of food gets 
too strong, he will go to the Rockport 
market and take his straw hat and white 
coat down off the hook.

To Alleviate Economic Situation

HAWSHEEN CHILDREN 
O PRESENT 


In speaking on “Facing the Fu- 
ture’ at the Shawsheen Village 
Woman's club meeting in the school 
hall last Monday night, Professor 
Anton J. DeHaas of the Graduate 
School of Business Administration 
stated that our country made a mis- 
take after World War I in putting 
up a high tariff rate which prevent- 
ed the European countries from im- 
porting or selling to us any of the 
articles proluced in this country. 
To prevent economic crisis follow- 
ing World War II, we should im- 
port as well as export. 

He spoke of the utter devastation 
he noted as he traveled through 
Holland, Belgium, France and other 
countries during a recent trip to 
Burope and, in one place, he said, 
the ration of food was one-half a 
loaf of bread per week. Still, he 
noted, that we, the best fed and 
pest clothed people, complain bit- 
terly if we can’t find everything we 
want in the stores. 

He was in favor of the loan of 3% 
billion to Great Britain to enable 
treat Britain to get back on her 
feet. She in turn would be able to 
help other nations by paying her 
debts to them and thus the eco- 
nomic situation of the world would 
be greatly alleviated, and we should 
thus be making a large contribution 
toward the winning of the peace. 
He described Great Britain as the 
financial hub of the world and, hav- 
ing stood alone two years keeping 
the war from our shores, it did not 
seem to the speaker that she was 
presumptuous in seeking the loan. 
Had we stayed in the war two 
weeks longer, that amount, and
